WAR'S WRECKAGE 


A somewhat startling statement 


appeared a few days ago, to the 
effect that 
the 
American 
Red 


Cross.is still extending care to 
25.000 World war 
veterans who 


are still in veterans' bureaxi hos- 
pitals. Of these there are 12,500 
who are suffering from 
mental 


diseases. 


Soon after the war closed, peo- 


ple were quite conscious of the 
suffering which had been left be- 
hind in the wake of conflict. It 
took time to provide the veterans 
with adequate care, and the coup-, 
try felt full 
of sympathy when 


delays occurred in giving such 
care. 


•But now, we do not see much 


visible cadence of suffering. 
The 


ii.en w"ho were knocked out by 
this terrible experience, are more 
or less grouped in hospitals locat- 
ed in a limited number of com- 
munities, and the great majority 
of us are 
scarcely concious of 


their existence, save as we may 
have relatives and friends among 
this- unfortunate number.. 


The war experience was a ter- 


lible one for a great many 
of 


these men. For as the figures 
quoted above show, those fright- 
ful "experiences 
often 
unhinged

RESPONSIBILITIES OF 


BUSINESS. 


How far is business responsible 


for community welfare along so- 
cial and economic lines? The fore- 
going: question 
was 
prominent 


among the questions discussed by 
the United States 
Chamber 
of 


Commerce at its recent 
annual 


meeting at Washington. 


Formerly it was thought that 


business Tiad not much of what 
could be called social responsibil- 
ity. Its obligation was simply to 
pay the wages for which 
help 


could be hired, and if it did that 
and paid its debts, then it per- 
formed all obligations. 


Of course, the first and by far 


the-more essential duty, is for a 
concern, to run its affairs on a 
solvent basis, and provide regular 
employment. 
A business 
that 


pays its debts promptly, and that 
hands out regular pay to its 
workers at fair wages is perform- 
ing its duty. It has gone a Jong 
way. toward fulfilling its obliga- 
tions. A concern might be very 
philanthropic, and yet if it failed 
to give good pay for re.gular work, 
its service would be faulty. 


But after a business does pro- 


.v:de this fair and regular employ- 
" ment, and gets on a thoroughly 


stable basis, its obligations arc 
not finished. It should try- to see 
to it that its employes ca.n live in, 
yn American way. If there is a 
lack for instance, of good homes 
for its workers, it should try- in 
some way to get these homes 
provided. It needs to work for a 
good 
community in which its

A so mewhat startling statem ent 
appeared a few 
days ago, 
to the 
effect that

A m erican 
Red 
Cross is still ex tending care 
to 
2 5,0 0 0 Wo rld war veterans who 
are still in v eterans’ bureau hos­ 
pitals. 
Of these there are 12,500 
who are suffering 
from 
m ental 
diseases. 
Soon after the w ar closed, peo­ 
ple 
were quite conscious of the 
suffering which had been left be­ 
hind in the w ak e o f conflict. 
It 
took tim e to provide the veterans 
with adequate care, and the coun­ 
try felt full 
o f sym pathy 
when 
delay s o ccurred in giving 
such 
care. 
But no w, we do not see 
much 
visible ev idence o f suffering. 
The 
men who were k nock ed 
out 
by 
this terrible experience, are more 
o r less g ro uped in hospitals locat­ 
ed in a limited num ber 
of 
com­ 
munities, and the gre a t m ajority 
cf us are 
scarcely 
concious 
of 
their ex istence, save as we 
m ay 
have relativ es and friends am ong 
this unfo rtunate number. 
The war experience was a te r­ 
rible o ne 
fo r a gre a t 
m any 
of 
these men. 
Fo r as 
the 
figures 
quo ted abo v e sho w, those fright- 
iu l ex periences 
often 
unhinged 
reaso n. 
It seems a terribly 
pa­ 
thetic thing that we have to ask 
men to g o through 
with 
these 
thing s that m ak e the rest of their 
liv es a to rture, or which deprive 
tnem o f their limbs or 
eyes 
or 
her ring . 
No g ift we 
can 
m ak e 
them, no care we can give 
them, 
no thing we can do to help them 
earn a liv ing , 
can 
compensate 
them fo r having to 
go 
through 
life maimed and often helpless, or 
with their mental pow er shattered. 
The best thing we can do 
now 
is to reso lv e tha t w a r is an act of 
supreme folly, 
and 
tha t 
if 
a 
friendly and peaceful policy 
to­ 
ward all nations on our pa rt can 
help av ert it in future, we shall 
no t create this hum an 
wreck age 
ag ain. 


RESPO NSIBILITIES OF 
B U SIN E SS. 
Ho w far is business responsible 
lo r co m m unity w elfare along 
so­ 
cial and economic lines? The fore­ 
g o ing question 
w as 
prominent 
am o ng the q uestions discussed by 
the United S tates 
C ham ber 
of 
Co mmerce at its 
recent 
annual 
m eeting at W ashington. 
Fo rmerly it w as thought tha t 
business had not m uch of what 
co uld be called social responsibil­ 
ity . Its obligation w as simply to 
pay the w ages 
for 
which 
help 
co uld be hired, and if it did that 
and paid its debts, then 
it 
per­ 
fo rmed all obligations. 
O f course, the first and by far 
the mo re essential duty, is for a 
co ncern to run its affairs 
on 
a 
so lv ent basis, and provide regular 
em plo y m ent. 
A 
business 
that 
pay s its debts prom ptly, and that 
hands 
out regular 
pay 
to 
its 
wo rkers at fair w ages is perform ­ 
ing its duty. 
It has gone a long 
w ay tow ard fulfilling its 
obliga­ 
tio ns. A concern m ight be 
very 
philanthropic, and yet if it failed 
to g iv e good pay for regular work , 
its service would be faulty. 
B ut afte r a business does pro­ 
vide this fair and regular employ­ 
m ent, and gets 
on 
a thoroughly 
stable basis, its 
obligations 
are 
not finished. 
It should try to see 
to it tha t its employes can live in 
an American way. 
If there is a 
lack for instance, of good homes 
for its work ers, it should try 
in 
so me w ay 
to get 
these 
homes 
provided. 
It needs to w ork for a 
good 
com munity 
in 
which 
its 
work -people 
stand 
a chance 
to 
bring up a fam ily 
under 
whole­ 
some conditions. 
But 
of 
course 
its w ork ers m ust co-operate heart­ 
ily with such efforts 
in 
various 
ways. 
The business concerns of Ohio 
hav e on the whole been very pros­ 
perous, and 
they owe 
it to 
the 
sta te and community to do every­ 
thing possible for good living con­ 
ditio ns, education and public and 
perso nal welfare.
